2. The activities of the Office of Security during the 
ueek of 3 - 9 May 1979 wore highlighted by the following 
items: 


a. The Office of Security responded to requests 
from the Senate Select and House Femanent Select 
Committees on Intelligence for transcripts of the 
debriefings of Christopher Boyce. The requests were 
precipitated by recent newspaper articles which falsely 
alleged that the Agency had withheld pertinent Information 
Jron Congress relating to the extent of compromise ef 
satellite intelligence programs resulting from the 
Boyce/Loe espionage case. (S) 
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c. The Office of Security Is respond la 2 to a 
Department of Justice request that the Agency review 
Philip Agee's nost recent book Dirty Work , The book 
contains the names of son# 710 Agency employees, of 
which approxiaately 100 had not been previously 
exposed* If we can ascertain that Mr. Agee was able to 
identify any of these 100 persons through the use of 
special knowledge which he gained as an Agency employee, 
and if the Agency is willing to confirm the employment 
of a number of these individuals, the Department of 
Justice may seek an indictment of Mr* Agee. If he is 
indicted, the Department of State will be able to 
cancel his passport, thereby limiting the member of 
countries from which Mr. Agee may operate. ($) 

d. The Communist - controlled Athens daily newspaper 
Rlsospastls published an article on 6 May 1070 containing 
the names of 70 alleged CIA employees sad/ or agomts 

said to bo operating in Greece. Priority research is 
under way to determine if any true Agency assets have 
been compromised end, if possible, to notify them of 
their exposure. (C) 

e. During the week s status report on the re inves- 
tigation of Agoncy suporgrsdos rofloctod 05 percent of 
thoso individuals (100 percent of Office of Security 
supergrades) have now had appropriate rolnvostigatien 
within the past five years. Within 90 days wo expect 

this figure to rosch 92 percent. The remaining individuals 
will bo afforded relnveetlgatioas routinely as they 
return from overseas asslgnmamts. (C) 

f. On 0 May, a two-man team departed for 25X1 A 
^^■to conduct comprehensive physical security end 
personnel protection surveys of five Stations. Another

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Severa>s^wspapers s ^^e^recently published articles 
alleging that"fctie Agency has withheld pertinent information 
from Congress relating to the extent of compromise of our 
satellite intelligence programs resulting from the Boyce/Lee 
espionage case. The articles alleged that Boyce had access 
to and was able to reveal to the Soviets information concerning 
our photographic satellit^when in fact he only had access 
to information relating to S^^INT satellite programs. As a 
result of these newspaper artife^es, both the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence £SSCI J'-^nd the House Permanent 
Select Committee on Intelligence (TN’SCI) requested copies 
of the Agency debriefing of Christopher Boyce and the damage 
assessment done by the Directorate of \ience and Technology 
(DDS§T) following the debriefing. The Ofi £ice of Security 
has made copies of the transcripts of the Boyce debriefings 
available to SSCI and HPSCI, The DDS$T ik^providing 
copies of the damage assessment. (S) 
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During the week a status report on the reinvestigation 
of Agency supergrades reflected 85 percent of these individuals 
(100 percent of Office of Security supergrades) have now had 
appropriate reinvestigation within the past five years. 

Within 90 days we expect this figure to reach 92 percent. 

The remaining individuals will be afforded reinvestigations 
routinely as they return from overseas assignments. (C)

' > , 1. Pursuant to the directive set forth by the 

Director of Security, the Reinvestigation of Agency 
— Supergrades was initiated. To show that the Reinvesti- 
gation program was" of “high priority, the highest level 
of Agency staff employees were targeted. For the purpose 
of this memorandum. Supergrades are defined as individuals 
at GS-16 or higher. 

2. The criteria that is being used for initiating 
cases for reinvestigation are as follows: 

a. Cases with a background investi- 
gation (BI) and a polygraph exam 
beyond five years are initiated for 
RIP processing. 

b. Cases with a BI within the five year 
cycle and a polygraph exam beyond the 
five years are pended until the fifth 
anniversary date of the BI . At this 
time, both BI and polygraph exam would 
be initiated. 

c. Cases with a polygraph exam within 
the five year cycle and a BI beyond 
are pended until the fifth anniversary 
of the polygraph exam. At this time, 
both BI and polygraph exam would be 
initiated .

DDA Administrative Instruction No. 74-5 


1. This memorandum is for Information only. (U) 

2. The activities of the Office of Security during the 
week of 26 April - 2 May 1979 were highlighted by thfcv 
following items: 

a. During this reporting period, representatives 
of the Information Systems Security Group (ISSG) 
have been working with COMSEC to develop standards 
for the purchase, installation and use of Word 
Processing Equipment (WPE). Also, a steering 

group is being formed which will bring security, 
communications and informations systems expertise 
to bear upon this expanding and costly aspect of 
the information handling problem. (C) 

b. Throughout the week, ISSG, with the 
support of the Office of Data Processing, 
conducted spot checks of the classification 
of computer output from the Ruffing Center. 

Results were gratifying as about 9S percent 
of the output bore appropriate and properly 
placed classification markings. ISSG is working 
with ODP to develop a default system to preclude 
the automated production of improperly marked 
material. (C)
